The biggest capital project in Ed¬ 
monton’s histoiy will also come 
with the biggest spend on public 
art the city has seen. 

The first calls for public art 
along the Valley Line LRT project 
are out with proposals for four 
major projects that will come in 
at nearly $1 million. 

The city has an automatic 
policy that puts one per cent of 
project budgets into public art. 
The $1.8-billion Valley Line will 
be the most expensive project 
the city has ever built, which 


will also mean the largest public 
art budget. 

“It’s going to be a veiy exciting 
opportunity,” said Katherine Kerr, 
the public art director with the 
Edmonton Arts Council. 

She said they’ve broken the 
budget into small pieces with art 
a part of the project throughout. 

“The overall budget is the big¬ 
gest project we have ever had, 
but we broke it up into manage¬ 
able pieces, because in part we 
want every station along the 
line to have art work,” said Kerr. 

The first four projects include 
a piece at the Churchill connect¬ 
or in Churchill Square, which is 
budgeted at $195,500. The ramp 
leading up to Davies Station is 
tabbed at $195,500. Davies Sta¬ 
tion itself will also have a piece 
budgeted at $255,500. 

The largest piece will be on 
the Tawatina Bridge over the 
North Saskatchewan, which is 
budgeted at $295,000.

Wildlife rehab sees 
increase in patients

It’s shaping up to be a busy 
year for the Wildlife Rehabili¬ 
tation Society of Edmonton — 
it’s already had 33 patients so 
far this year, up from 23 in all 
of January last year. 

Education co-ordinator Carly 
Stenhouse said it’s part of a 
larger trend—their wildlife 
hospital admit¬ 
ted 2,168 injured 
wild animals last 
year. 

That’s 18 per 
cent more than 
2014, and 42 per 
cent more than 
2013. 

“People are hearing more 
about us and they know that 
we’re an option for these ani¬ 
mals and also that Edmonton 
is expanding so there are some 
more places for them to get 
injured,” Stenhouse said. 

Many of the animals they 
see are hurt through contact 
with humans — their five staff 
members are currently treating 
a couple of birds found trapped 
in a new house being built, 


while others were attacked 
by pets or flew into windows. 

Phone calls to the centre 
are also up — last year cen¬ 
tre staff answered about 5,500 
calls. Stenhouse said people 
call the hotline to ask about 
bringing in injured animals, 
but also about things like see¬ 
ing songbirds out of season or 
problem racoons. 

“Anything wildlife we’ll give 
advice about, so we get a lot 
of phone calls, but it’s a great 
way to reach people,” she said. 

A non-profit that runs on 
donations, Stenhouse said that 
like many in Alberta they’ve 
been impacted by the down¬ 
turn, though so far they’ve 
been able to treat all the ani¬ 
mals that come their way. 

Stays at the animal hospi¬ 
tal range from a 
couple of days of 
cage rest to more 
intensive treat¬ 
ment. 

One great 
horned owl cart¬ 
ed to the centre 
by a good Samar¬ 
itan last week will need several 
weeks to heal a broken wing. 

“He’s definitely not a fan of 
people. He’s always clucking 
his beak and hissing,” Sten¬ 
house said, noting it’ll make 
it easier when he’s released 
back into the wild. 

“The animal lover in you 
wants to be friends, but you 
know that its better for them 
to be waiy, so the more they 
hate you, the better.”

EI use 
continues 
to rise 

More than 61,000 Albertans 
collected employment insur¬ 
ance in November, according 
to new numbers from Statis¬ 
tics Canada. That’s a 2.7 per 
cent increase over the previous 
month, and twice as many as 
the year before. 

Edmonton saw a rise of 4.7 
per cent over October, and Cal¬ 
gary saw a rise of 3.3 per cent. 

The monthly increases in 
Alberta came mainly from 
people who had last worked 
in business, finance and ad¬ 
ministration; natural and ap¬ 
plied sciences; management; 
primary industries and trades, 
transport or equipment oper¬ 
ation. 

In the last year, the number 
of people on EI whose last job 
was in natural and applied sci¬ 
ences nearly tripled, according 
to the report. 

Economist Alice Nakamura, 
with the University of Alberta 
School of Business, called 
these numbers “unsurpris¬ 
ing,” given not only the high 
number of oil and gas workers 
recently out of work, but the 
ripple effect of a slow econ¬ 
omy on industries like retail. 

She added that the trend is 
unlike to reverse itself any¬ 
time soon, given the special¬ 
ized nature of resource in¬ 
dustry jobs. 

“These are extremely dif¬ 
ficult layoffs ... many of the 
people being laid off have 
skills that are very valuable 
in the oil and gas industry, but 
it’s not easy for them to trans¬ 
fer those skills to something 
else,” she said, alex boyd/metro

Faces setbacks 
both personal 
and municipal

For the past two years, entrepre¬ 
neur Arjun Gill has been tiying 
to make his dream come true 
of creating Edmonton’s largest 
night market. 

Called Shopping Under the 
Stars, the outdoor market would 
feature hundreds of vendors 
selling clothing, jewelry and 
handmade goods, as well as food 
carts featuring cuisine from 
around the world. It would also 
include an open-air theatre for 
plays, hve music, standup com¬ 
edy and multicultural events 
such as bhangra dancing. 

“We feel that Edmonton is 
lacking in nighttime entertain¬ 
ment. There’s also no festival 
that caters to such a wide var- 
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Arjun Gill stands by his big retail idea, sanam islam/metro 


iety of interests and ethnic back¬ 
grounds,” said Gill, who has 
experience producing East In¬ 
dian festivals in North America. 

The idea for the night mar¬ 
ket came from other cities such 
as Vancouver, where he moved 
from two years ago. 

“It’s a veiy popular concept 
there, and we feel especially 


in a city like Edmonton where 
people are cooped up inside 
for seven months of the year, it 
would work veiy well,” Gill said. 

Last October, he secured ap¬ 
proval from the federal govern¬ 
ment to use the spare land next 
to the Canadian Pacific railway 
tracks on Gateway Boulevard 
and University Avenue. 


But after that, he ran into 
problems, starting with a ma¬ 
jor stroke in November that 
left him unable to work until 
late December. 

Since recovering he’s tried 
to get a business permit from 
the city, but has not been grant¬ 
ed one because of uncertainty 
about how to handle an event 
of its size and duration — the 
market would run Fridays and 
Saturdays for four months — 
under current zoning laws. 

“I feel that city councillors 
have been slow to deal with 
this issue. If we wanted to do 
this in Vancouver or anywhere 
else, we would not have this 
problem,” Gill said. 

Now, he added, he’s in talks 
with the Northlands to relocate 
the market there if a city permit 
doesn’t come through. Such a 
move could also solve the prob¬ 
lem of parking that would arise 
at the Gateway location. 

If he gets the approval he 
needs in time, Gill says his team 
will launch the night market 
this June.

Dam! Thief purloins 
family beaver bench

An Edmonton family is hoping 
someone will bring a wayward 
beaver statue back to its home.

viewed the bench, which was 
right by the sidewalk, as a com¬ 
munity feature, not something 
just for his home. 

“It’s become a local com¬ 
munity landmark.

If you had only one oxygen tank 
and two angina sufferers who 
both needed it, who would you 
give it to? 

For Safana Makhdoom, a 
family physician from Edmon¬ 
ton who recently travelled to 
provide medical aid in Lesbos, 
Greece — a major landing point 
for Syrians fleeing their country 
— that wasn’t a hypothetical 
question. 

It was just one of the many 
challenging situations the 
34-year-old faced on her two- 
weelc trip with an international 
volunteer group called the Zain- 
abiyya Alliance for Refugees. Last 
Friday, she shared her experi¬ 
ences at the Islamic Shia Ithna- 
Asheri Association in Edmonton. 

“There are thousands of 
people there, but only a hand¬ 
ful of doctors and a skeletal phar¬ 
macy. There’s limited heat and 
electricity, and hygiene is poor 
so infections spread quickly. 
And then of course, there are 
language barriers when you’re 
trying to communicate,” Makh¬ 
doom said. 

Much of her work involved 
treating refugees who had just 


arrived by sea and were suffering 
from trauma, hypothermia, de¬ 
hydration and vomiting, said 
Makhdoom. 

She said she also treated pa¬ 
tients with upper respiratory 
problems, infections and frac¬ 
tures. 

But it was the stories ofhero¬ 
ism, rather than the ailments, 
that stood out in her mind. 

“We had a 22-year-old man 
from Iraq who first carried his 
wife, and then his sister, over 
the mountains in order to reach 
Turkey. He developed severe 
frostbite on his feet, and he will 
likely lose some toes,” Makh¬ 
doom said. 

“He was such a beautiful 
person — people say (refugees) 
are terrorists, but they’re not. 
They’re just amazing people who 
are tiying to live a normal life 
and doing extraordinary things.” 

Makhdoom said her experi¬ 
ences in Greece have changed 
her opinions on war. 

“One of the things I’ve learned 
is that there isn’t a right side to 
war. I think it’s the most low 
and disgusting form of human 
behaviour you can see, and the 
amount of dislocation people ex¬ 
perience is loathsome,” she said. 

The suffering Makhdoom saw 
has motivated her to go back 
again, she said, likely in Febru¬ 
ary this year. 

“There’s a lot of need there 
and it’s not being met,” she said. 

“One of the reason doctors go 
to med school is because they 
want to help people and do hu¬ 
manitarian work. I want to con¬ 
tinue to give back.”

Telltale signs are flat tires, ex¬ 
pired licence plates and heaps 
of snow. 

Parking staff at the Edmon¬ 
ton International Airport regu¬ 
larly patrol its vast lots and 
keep a list of vehicles that have 
been sitting in the same spot 
for too long. 

Last year, they counted 
roughly 120 abandoned cars 
and trucks. 

Airport parking manager 
Brett Bain circles an older-mod¬ 
el, white Oldsmobile Cutlass 
Ciera and points out a 2009 
sticker on its licence plate. He 
guesses the car hasn’t been 
there for seven years, but long 
enough. 

He strolls down the row to a 
darlc-coloured Chevrolet Cava¬ 
lier. It has no plate at all. 

“They’re not coming back,” 
he says. 

Bain believes there are 
many reasons why people have 


dumped or forgotten vehicles 
at the airport. Some are oil- 
patch workers from the Mari¬ 
times or Ireland who have lost 
their jobs in the Fort McMurray 
area or had family problems 
back home and weren’t able 
to return to Alberta. 

Sometimes, the vehicles 
aren’t worth the effort or 
parking fees to get them out, 
he adds. 

Other times, people go on 
vacation and die. 

“Their family may or may 
not be aware that they had 
a vehicle here at the airport. 
There are many, many differ¬ 
ent reasons.” 

Airport spokeswoman Hea¬ 
ther Hamilton says it can be a 
bit of a mystery. Some vehicles 
look well-maintained and have 
personal items such as family 
photos and mail sitting inside. 

“It looks like the person 
could be back in an hour,” she 
says. “You sort of wish the car 
could talk.” 

Other big parking lots in Ed¬ 
monton don’t seem to have the 
same problem. Spolcespeople 
with West Edmonton Mall, 
the University of Alberta and 
parking lot company Impark 
say they don’t deal with many 


abandoned cars. 

And an official at Calgary’s 
airport says it only gets a few 
each year. 

Edmonton’s airport still 
gets a couple each month, says 


Hamilton. What makes the air¬ 
port unique is the high number 
of passengers who are mobile 
workers — about 900,000 went 
through last year — and that 
must be a factor, she says. 


Hamilton suggests the 
high count of 120 abandoned 
vehicles last year can also be 
attributed to a backlog from 
recent years as RCMP took over 
tracking down owners. 


If airport staff spy a vehicle 
that looks abandoned, they typ¬ 
ically wait 45 days before noti¬ 
fying RCMP, Hamilton explains. 
If no one has come forward 
by then, Mounties attempt to 
find the owner and, if they 
do, there’s a 90-day period to 
claim it. 

After that, if a car or truck 
still isn’t claimed, it’s seized 
and handed over to the prov¬ 
incial government to auction 
or sell in pieces. Service Al¬ 
berta says 9,716 abandoned and 
seized vehicles were disposed 
of in 2014-15 and, after paying 
towing and storage costs, the 
department made $582,000. 

Bain says about 20 vehicles 
on the list of 120 remain at the 
airport, but will soon be towed 
away like the others. One was 
a newer pickup truck worth 
about $30,000. 

Hamilton adds that as 
months go by, parking fees can 
add up to hundreds and thou¬ 
sands of dollars. The airport has 
waived fees for some owners 
who want their vehicles back 
and can explain their story. 

“We’re tiying to be reason¬ 
able,” she says. 

“We just want the car gone.”

Pipeline debate heated

Montreal-area 
opposition of 
Energy East 
stirs bad blood 

Alberta Premier Rachel Notley 
has said she wants the discus¬ 
sion over pipelines to be “drama 
free,” but last week it was any¬ 
thing but. 

A coalition of Montreal-area 
mayors came out against the 


$15.7-billion Energy East Pipe¬ 
line on Thursday, setting off a 
bout of cross-Canada sniping be¬ 
tween municipal and provincial 
politicians over a matter that 
falls within federal jurisdiction. 

Notley said it was “short¬ 
sighted” for the Montreal Metro¬ 
politan Community to oppose 
Energy East on the grounds its 
risks outweigh its economic 
benefit. 

Other Western politicians 
had harsher words. 

“I trust Montreal-area mayors 
will politely return their share 


of $10B in equalization sup¬ 
ported by West,” Saskatchewan 
Premier Brad Wall tweeted. 

Montreal Mayor Denis 
Coderre retorted with the 
respective populations of 
metropolitan Montreal versus 
Saskatchewan: four million 
compared to 1.13 million. 

Meanwhile, Wildrose Lead¬ 
er Brian Jean blasted Coderre 
for allowing raw sewage to be 
dumped into the St. Lawrence 
River, but opposing Energy East 
on environmental grounds.

Loud motorcycles on city streets 
this year won’t get a chance to 
turn it down. They will simply 
get a fine. 

Police are doing away with the 
usual amnesty period in early 
spring that they give to motorcyc¬ 
lists, as well as the opportunity to 
get their bikes tested by police. 

Edmonton Police Insp. Dennis 
Storey said after five years of en¬ 
forcing the bylaw and doing pub¬ 
lic education there’s no excuse 
for motorcyclists not to know. 

“They should know better by 
this point that there’s a motor¬ 
cycle noise bylaw in this city,” 
he said. 

The fine for exceeding the 
bylaw is $250 on a first offence, 
which grows to $500 on a second 
offence and mandatory court ap¬ 
pearance on third offence. 

Police handed out 175 tickets 
last year, which is down from 
previous years. Storey said that’s 
because the officers who do the 
enforcement also investigate 
serious collisions and with the 
city’s record bad year on the 
road, they were tied up.

Leaders need 
to be heard to 
stop violence: 
Victim’s family 

The family of a teacher who 
was among four people killed 
in shootings in northern Sas¬ 
katchewan says the country 
must listen to the community 
for the kind of change that is 
needed to prevent similar tra¬ 
gedies from happening again. 

The family of Adam Woods 
said what happened in this tiny 
community gives the countiy an 
“opportunity to examine our¬ 
selves and hopefully, come out 
better and stronger as a com¬ 
munity and a nation. We feel 
sadness and remorse but rarely 
do we use that to fuel change.” 

In a statement, the family 
says the leaders of the village 
need to be heard to prevent 
similar losses in the future. 

“Rather than looking for 
someone to blame, or com¬ 
ing up with outsider opinions 
of reasons why this occurred, 
we must stop and listen to the 


voices of La Loche. The leaders 
and members of the commun¬ 
ity know what types of support 
and changes are needed. Our 
responsibility as a nation is to 
listen and respond to create 
lasting systemic change.” 

The archbishop of Keewatin- 
Le Pas also made an appeal Sun¬ 


day for the community to find 
hope for its young people at a 
service that he estimated 250 
attended at the Church of Our 
Lady of the Visitation. 

Archbishop Murray Chat- 
lain met with the family Sat¬ 
urday night of a 17-year-old 
boy charged in the shootings 


to offer support in this “night¬ 
mare experience that they’re 
going through and trying to 
offer them the support of the 
community.” 

“We’re not blaming them. 
... It’s just, this has happened 
and now how do we bring heal¬ 
ing and support and try to find

Repealing Conservative legis¬ 
lation on collective bargaining 
will be one of the Liberal 


government’s “first orders 
of business,” according to a 
senior Treasury Board official. 

The commitment to repeal 
the section of Bill C-59 is a 
sign of improved labour re¬ 
lations between the federal 
government and public sector 


unions with both sides soon 
returning to the bargaining 
table, one union head says. 

“This government remains 
committed to bargaining in 
good faith with Canada’s fed¬ 
eral public sector,” Carl Trot- 
tier, an associate assistant 


deputy minister at Treasury 
Board, said in a Jan. 21 email 
to public service unions. 

“To this end, this govern¬ 
ment intends to make the re¬ 
peal of C-59 one of their first 
orders of business.” 

Section 20 of the law, which 


the then-Conservative govern¬ 
ment enacted last June, gives 
the federal government the 
power to bypass collective 
bargaining and unilaterally 
impose a new disability and 
sick leave regime. 

Public sector unions de¬ 


cried the move as unconsti¬ 
tutional and launched a court 
challenge. 

The Liberals had committed 
to bargaining in good faith 
with public sector unions, but 
had not specifically commit¬ 
ted to repealing Section 20.

Blizzard breaks single 
day snowfall records 


UNITED STATES 

Single-day 
highs set across 
east coast amid 
hurricane winds 

Millions of Americans began 
digging out Sunday from a mam¬ 
moth blizzard that set a new 
single-day snowfall record in 
Washington and New York City. 
The hurricane-force winds and 
whiteout conditions gave way to 
blinding sunshine and temper¬ 


atures slightly above freezing, 
promising a gentle thawing-out. 

The timing could not have 
been better for East Coast states: 
The heaviest snow began falling 
Friday evening, and tapered off 
just before midnight Saturday. 
Millions heeded calls to stay 
home, enabling road crews to 
clear snow and ice. 

New York and Baltimore 
began lifting travel restrictions 
and hearty souls ventured out 
on snow-choked streets, while 
mass transit systems up and 
down the coast gradually re¬ 
stored normal service. 


The air travel picture re¬ 
mained complicated after 7,000 
weekend flights were cancelled: 
United Airlines said limited ser¬ 
vice might begin later Sunday in 
New York City, but airports in 
the Washington D.C. area were 
likely to remain closed Sunday, 
and other airlines began cutting 
Monday service. 

The massive snowstorm 
brought both Washington, 
D.C., and New York to a stop, 
dumping as much as 90 centi¬ 
metres of snow and stranding 
tens of thousands of travellers. 
At least 18 deaths were blamed 


on the weather, resulting from 
car crashes, shovelling snow 
and hypothermia. 

In New York, the storm 
dropped 68.1 centimetres in 
Central Park, the second-most 
recorded since 1869 and just 
short of the record 68.3 centi¬ 
metres set in February 2006. 
The 67.6 centimetres that fell 
on Saturday, however, was the 
city’s record for a single day. 
At Washington’s National Zoo, 
56.9 centimetres fell, beating 
the 53.3 centimetres that fell 
on Jan. 28,1922.

Earthquake jolts Alaska, no injuries 


A magnitude-7.1 earthquake 
knocked items off shelves and 
walls in south-central Alaska and 
jolted the nerves of residents in 
this earthquake-prone region. 
But there were no immediate 
reports of injuries. 

One home was extensively 
damaged and an entire neigh¬ 
bourhood was evacuated after 
a gas leak was reported, Kenai 
Police Chief Gus Sandahl said 
Sunday morning. 

The earthquake struck about 
1:30 a.m. Alaska time and was 
centred 53 miles west of Anchor 


Point in the Kenai Pen¬ 
insula, which is about 
160 miles southwest of 
Anchorage, said the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 

The U.S. Geological 
Survey initially reported 
the earthquake at mag¬ 
nitude 7.1, but down¬ 
graded shortly after to 
magnitude 6.8 before 
raising it back to 7.1. 

“Some earthquakes 
have challenges asso¬ 
ciated with them, they 
usual or hard to monitor,’ 



State Seismologist Mi¬ 
chael West said. “This is 
neither of them. South¬ 
ern Alaska is well instru¬ 
mented, and this earth¬ 
quake is of the style and 
type that we would ex¬ 
pect in this area.”

Coast guard 
powerless to 
control most

In the inky nighttime black¬ 
ness, a small red dot appears on 
the radar screen, moving fast. 

“That’s a smuggler,” the 
captain of the coast guard’s 
lifeboat says, swinging the ves¬ 
sel around and opening up 
the throttle, the boat cutting 
through the water on a frigid 
January night. 

But the lifeboat, designed for 
search-and-rescue operations 
rather than high-speed chas¬ 
es, is no match for the smug¬ 
gler’s speedboat.

Trump confident in his own popularity 


Donald Trump is so confident 
about the loyalty of his support¬ 
ers that he predicted Saturday 
they would stick with him even 
if he shot someone. 

The Republican presidential 
front-runner bashed conserva¬ 
tive commentator Glenn Beck’s 
support of rival Ted Cruz and 
welcomed a figure from the 
GOP establishment. Sen. Chuck 
Grassley of Iowa, in rallies nine 
days before the Iowa caucuses 
open voting in the 2016 cam¬ 
paign. 


“I could stand in the 
middle of Fifth Avenue 
and shoot somebody, 
and I wouldn’t lose any 
voters, OK?” Trump told 
an enthusiastic audi¬ 
ence at a Christian 
school, Dordt College. 

“It’s, like, incredible.” 

Beck campaigned for 
Ted Cruz and held little 
back in going after Trump. 

“The time for silliness and 
reality-show tactics has passed,” 
Beck charged at a Cruz rally. He 


„^x,ed that a Trump 
victory in the Feb. 1 cau¬ 
cuses could have lasting 
consequences. 

Trump demonstrat¬ 
ed the extent to which 
some in the Republic¬ 
an establishment have 
begun to accept a po¬ 
tential Trump nomin¬ 
ation when Grassley 
introduced him at an event 
in Pella. 

Grassley did not offer an en¬ 
dorsement, but his presence 


underscored Trump’s enduring 
position at the top of the polls 
as voting approaches. 

Days after Trump was en¬ 
dorsed by tea-party favourite 
Sarah Palin, Cruz flashed his 
own conservative muscle dur¬ 
ing a rally in Ankeny, Iowa. Rep. 
Steve King, an Iowa Republican 
and conservative firebrand, and 
Iowa social conservative leader 
Bob Vander Plaats encouraged 
local Republicans to unite be¬ 
hind Cruz.

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Gap grows between 
oil and pump prices 


Prices at the gas pump fell 
4 per cent in December, but 
crude prices fell by more than 
three times that amount dur¬ 
ing that time. 

Gasoline prices in Canada 
averaged $1.02 per litre last 
month, when crude averaged 
$37 US a barrel. 

But in February 
2009, when oil 
sold for $39, the 
average price for 
gas was about 15 
per cent cheaper 
at 85 cents a litre. 

The Bank of 
Canada noted, in 
its Monetary Policy 
Report last week, 
a growing gap be¬ 
tween oil prices and pump 
prices in the second half of 
2015, when crude fell sharply. 
Oil prices have fallen by 75 per 
cent since mid-2014. 

The companies who refine 
crude into gasoline are taking 
a bigger piece of the pie, said 
Robyn Allan, an independent 
economist in Vancouver. 

Between 2000 and 2014, re¬ 
fining and marketing margins 
averaged 17.7 cents a litre. But 


in 2015, the average margins 
grew to 28.9 cents per litre, 
she found. That average refin- 
eiy margin grew to 32.3 cents 
per litre in the first few weeks 
of this year, as oil prices fell 
rapidly, she noted. “Big Oil is 
benefitting from consumers 
and businesses 
at the expense 
of the Canadian 
economy.” 

Oil compan¬ 
ies are keeping 
more profits to 
refine the oil 
into gasoline in 
order to offset 
what they are 
losing in pro¬ 
duction profit, 
which increases prices at the 
pump, said Roger McKnight, 
chief petroleum analyst for 
En-Pro International. 

Oil refiners took an “astro¬ 
nomically high” share of the 
profit pie in December because 
the price of crude was dropping 
dramatically, said McKnight. 

“The consumer at the pump 
is making up for the financial 
distress of the oil company.”

Impact of low loonie not 
same for all sectors 


Manufacturing, tourism benefit while jobs and food hit hard

The Canadian dollar is hov¬ 
ering around 70 cents against 
the U.S. dollar after reaching 
a 13-year low last week. Such 
a low loonie has economists 
sounding the alarm about de¬ 
clining business and consumer 


confidence. 

While the effects of the low 
dollar are complex and affect¬ 
ing many different parts of the 
Canadian economy, different 
regions of the country will be 
impacted differently. 

Here, we take a look at the 
effects of the low loonie on 
cities from coast-to coast in 
different economic sectors. 




PRICE OF FOOD 

Canadians are already feeling the 
effects of the faltering loonie at the 
grocery store. According to researchers 
at the University of Guelph, the sudden 
currency drop in 2015 led to fruits, 
vegetables and nuts increasing in 
price by up to 10 per cent. This year, 
that could increase by another 4.5 per 
cent. For example, cauliflower prices 
have tripled, with a head now selling 
for about $8 in some Toronto stores. 
That means the average household will 
spend $345 more this year than last 


SPORTS TEAMS 

The falling loonie is not good news for Canadian pro 
sports teams. NHL teams, for example, pay their players 
and coaches in U.S. dollars, but most of their revenue 
from tickets and merchandise is in Canadian dollars. 

At the current exchange rate, the Edmonton Oilers' 
payroll of around $67 million U.S. translates to about 
$95 million Canadian. The players, living in Canada and 
making increasingly 
valuable U.S. dollars, 
may be happy for 
now. However, the low 
Canadian dollar also 
drives down overall 
league revenues. 

Those are taken 
into account when 
calculating the NHL's 
salary cap, which has 
risen to $71.4 million 
U.S. in 2015-16, up 
from $39 million in 
2005-06. 



MANUFACTURERS 

AND EXPORTERS 

Conventional wisdom is that a lower 
Canadian dollar is better for companies 
that export a lot of their products to the 
U.S. In Ontario, where manufacturing 
was particularly hard-hit during the 
recession, manufacturing sales are 
up by 21 per cent over that period, 
excluding petroleum refining. In Nova 
Scotia, lobster exports — worth $385 
million annually — will also see a boost. 
The lower dollar can also make Canada 
more attractive for foreign investment. 




JOBS 

In certain areas, the low dollar helps 
employment. Cities with strong film 
and television industries, such as 
Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver, 
are disproportionately benefitting 
compared to cities such as Winnipeg 
and Edmonton where that sector 
is less prominent. Provinces with a 
strong agriculture sector, such as 
Manitoba, and B.C., are doing well. 
That's due to more exports south 
of the border and low commodity 
prices. But other sectors, such as 
manufacturing, are slower to react. 


TOURISM 

The low dollar may have some Canadian families 
reconsidering that trip to Florida they were hoping to take 
this winter. But it's good news for popular Canadian tourism 
destinations. American tourists enticed at the possibility of 
a cheap vacation have more reason to travel north of the 
border. Whistler, B.C. had its busiest November ever in terms 
of nights booked, up 10 per cent from ^ year ago, said 
Tourism Whistler spokeswoman 
Patricia Westerholm. The pace of 
booking heading into the holiday 
period outperformed the last two 
years. Anecdotally, businesses are^ 
seeing an increase in the number 
of American 
visitors to the ^ 
resort, she 
said.

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THE BIG QUESTION 


Could Donald 
Trump really 
become the U.S. 
president? 

If you're a betting person, you probably shouldn't put your money on him. Real-estate 
and reality-TV magnate Donald Trump is estimated to have 45 per cent odds of winning the 
Republican Party nomination by the website Predictwise, which analyzes "prediction markets" — 
basically, people who are betting on the outcomes of real-life events, whether it's the winner of 
Wimbledon or the future occupant of the White House. Such markets, research shows, tend to be 
more accurate than opinion polls at guessing election results. So the possibility of the brash (and, 
some say, bigoted) Trump winning the nomination is very real: The next most popular candidate, 
Marco Rubio, is a distant second at 31 per cent. Ted Cruz is trailing at just 11. However, if Trump 
ends up in November's general election, it's likely himself he'll be calling a loser. Gamblers have 
placed just 16 per cent odds on a Trump takeover of the Oval Office. 


The steps we can take to 
make our city walkable

We’ve got walking on the 
mind. We track it with our Fit- 
Bits and phones and, whenever 
it feels like an option, many of 
us are choosing to walk to get 
to and fro in the city. 

But our car-oriented city 
blends walking paths that 
work mainly for recreation 
with unsafe sidewalks and 
crosswalks where people 
actually want and need them. 
For many people who’ve had

a close call on foot, the city is 
effectively a no-walking zone. 

So what makes a city 
walkable? I mean, there are 
sidewalks all over the place, 
even if come summer they are 
increasingly barricaded with 
orange construction fences. 

For many, wallcability refers 
to your perceived safety as a 
pedestrian. Using your feet as a 
mode of transportation is more 
appealing when the streets feel 
safe, when you don’t fear you’ll 
be struck down by a motorist. 

Unfortunately, news of such 
tragedies is common and our 
perceptions are affected. Just 
this past week, an Edmonton 
court heard the sad tale of 
Claudia Trindade, a pedestrian 
struck and killed by the driver 
of a city snowplow. Then, on 
Friday, a pedestrian was struck 
and killed by the driver of a 
cement truck. 

“I do think (pedestrian 
safety) is at the forefront of 
people’s minds,” says Coun. 
Andrew Knack, speaking about 


Vision Zero. 

Edmonton is the first Can¬ 
adian city to adopt the strategy, 
a global project that focuses 
on reducing the number of 
vehicle collisions, including 
those with pedestrians. The 
plan can be easily summarized: 
No loss of life is acceptable. 

Knack says a report due 
to city council next month is 
focused on prioritizing safety 
measures for the more than 
225 crosswalks in the city. 

To the south, Calgaiy now 
has its Pedestrian Strategy Pro¬ 
ject, due for city council in Feb- 
ruaiy. That project dedicates 
funding for immediate safety 
enhancements, including 
$15 million for infrastructure 
changes and $850,000 for rapid 
rectangular flashing beacons. 

The top concerns listed by 
survey respondents to the city 
of Calgaiy survey were street 
crossings and intersections as 
well as pathway and sidewalk 
connections. 

Knack says it’s difficult to 


compare the two cities’ plans, 
but has hope projects like Vi¬ 
sion Zero will help pedestrians 
feel more safe on their walk. 

Of course, wallcability is 
more than the ability to stay 
alive. It’s also about how many 
people choose to walk, and 
whether you are able to get 
where you need to go. 

Cities became unwallcable 
when planners let cars take 
priority over pedestrians. 
Wallcability means rebuilding 
transit systems, keeping park¬ 
ing in check, building safe and 
accessible paths and welcom¬ 
ing streetscapes. 

But it also means those who 
move from their indoor garage 
at home to the indoor parking 
lot at work need to rethink 
the effect of their choices. And 
even just get out on their feet 
once in a while.

When I was a teacher, I wrote 
an assignment that examined 
social justice through prob¬ 
ability. It was called Is It Fishy 
or No? "A student complains a 
teacher is unfair because she 
always calls on girls. Seven 
girls and three boys keep their 
hands up. Of 100 questions, 
the teacher called on girls 73 
times. Is it fishy?" 

I could have used 
#OscarsSoWhite, the racial 
disparity in nominations that's 
prompted calls to boycott. Of 
the major categories, 41 nom¬ 
inees were white, one was 
Asian and one was Latino. 

While the focus has been 
on black under-representation 
(13 per cent of the American 
population), missing too are 
Latinos (17), Asians (six) and 
Arabs (one). We're all in the 
room, but how many have 
their hands up (apply, audi¬ 
tion, send scripts) and don't 
get called on by the industry? 

From a probability stance, 
it's not clear enough flawless 
films were made by, about or 
starring non-whites to estab¬ 
lish fishiness, nor to determine 
if this is a Hollywood-wide 
trend (especially since the 
Golden Globes did include 
Straight Outta Compton, Will 
Smith and Idris Elba). 

The useful question is not 
if the academy is racist, but 
whether it matters that most 
nominees are white, and if so, 
how does that get addressed? 

First, it does matter. Min¬ 
orities have different stories 
to tell. Different sensibilities 
and styles, perhaps. Differ¬ 


ent inspiration and youth to 
inspire. Stereotypes to belie 
and shatter. 

As UCLA's Bunche Center 
phrased it: "When media im¬ 
ages are rooted primarily in 
stereotype, inequality is nor¬ 
malized and is more likely to 
be reinforced over time." 

There are institutional bar¬ 
riers preventing people of 
colour from success in media, 
but one that's rarely discussed 
is self-imposed. The odds are 
already against non-whites. 
Maybe we should reconsider 
our values and priorities. 

There are some common¬ 
alities across the immigrant 
experience, but I know Arab 
and South Asian communities 
best. We value physicians, 
engineers, pharmacists and 
accountants — in that order 
and above all else. Professions 
of respect, but not influence; 
careers that are invisible in a 
time when we need to have 
our hands up. What images 
do Arabs have to compete 
with Osama bin Laden's di¬ 
sheveled beard? 

If our stories aren't told, we 
need to write them. Com¬ 
munities unhappy with what is 
reflected back when we tune 
in, pay up and vote should 
be encouraging, admiring 
and granting scholarships 
for paths that are riskier, less 
cushy, but far more visible. 
Journalism and production. 
Filmmaking and screenwrit¬ 
ing. We need to be in and 
around politics — where there 
are far too few minorities of 
any kind. 

In a class of 10, if seven girls 
have their hands up and three 
boys do, how can we get the 
rest of the boys to wake up?

If you’re making RSP contri¬ 
butions, you’ll have to make 
some decisions about where 
to invest. Here’s a quick look 
at the most common invest¬ 
ments and how risky they are: 

Guaranteed Investment 
Certificates (GICs) 

This is the most conservative 
way to invest. 

“These certificates are issued 
by banks and trust compan¬ 
ies, offering a secured rate of 
return over a fixed period of 
time,” says Kathleen Peace, 
partner and wealth advisor 
at Woodgate Financial. “It’s a 
secure investment that guar¬ 
antees 100 per cent of the ori¬ 
ginal principal that you invest.” 

The investment earns interest 
at a fixed or variable rate that is 
generally higher than savings- 
account rates, with a limited 
guarantee of up to $100,000 
per GIC provided by Canada 
Deposit Insurance Corporation 
(CDIC). However, the rate of re¬ 
turn compared to other invest¬ 
ment securities is relatively low. 

Bonds 

Less conservative than GICs 


but generally not as risky as 
stocks (with the exception 
of high-yield or junk bonds). 

“A bond is a debt invest¬ 
ment: you loan money to a 
corporation or government, 
which borrows from you for 
a defined period of time. You 
earn interest at a variable or 
fixed interest rate, essentially 
becoming a creditor of the 
bond issuer,” explains Peace. 


Like GICs, the risk can be 
lower compared to some other 
investments vehicles, but so 
is the return. 

Stocks 

Typically riskier than bonds 
or GICs. Also known as shares 
or equities, stocks are parcels 
of a company that you can 
invest in. 

“As an owner, you have a 


claim on assets and earnings, 
but you’re also at risk of los¬ 
ing money when stocks go 
down,” says Peace. 

Some stocks are natural¬ 
ly riskier than others. How¬ 
ever, the rate of return can be 
higher than other invest¬ 
ments. 

Mutual Funds 

Pools of securities like stocks 


or bonds within a sector, 
such as real estate or min¬ 
ing. They can also be diversi¬ 
fied across all industry sec¬ 
tors, countries and types of 
securities. 

The risk factor and rate of 
return would vary depending 
on the fund, explains Peace. 
An investor might choose a 
mutual fund for a more di¬ 
verse portfolio. 


Q WHY DIVERSIFY? 

The logic is simple: don't 
keep all your eggs in one 
basket. 

Investments can re¬ 
act differently to mar¬ 
ket, global, regional or 
industry upheaval; one 
investment can rise while 
another can fall. A diverse 
portfolio reduces your risk 
by helping to keep the 
overall value of your hold¬ 
ings in balance. 

"Consider a portfolio 
made up solely of hos¬ 
pitality-industry stocks," 
says wealth advisor Kath¬ 
leen Peace. "If global 
growth slows and people 
don't have enough money 
for travel, hospitality-in¬ 
dustry earnings may suf¬ 
fer. As a consequence, 
your portfolio could 
experience a significant 
downturn and you could 
lose money. By compari¬ 
son, imagine a portfolio 
holding both hospitality 
and digital-media stocks. 
The digital-media stocks 
may outperform during 
the same global downturn 
as people increasingly use 
technology and digital 
entertainment as a substi¬ 
tute for travel." 

Diversifying doesn't 
guarantee against loss, 
she adds, but it goes a 
long way toward minimiz¬ 
ing your risk.

Yolanda has traded in a higher 
paycheque for a job that she’s 
passionate about with a national 
charity that helps children in de¬ 
veloping countries. She’s learn¬ 
ed to live within her means, but 
we’ve recently discovered she’s a 
binge saver. Yolanda contributes 
regularly to her RRSP and TFSA, 
and then in moments of weakness, 
drains the accounts for clothes, 
travel and entertainment. 

In our money coaching session 
last week, Yolanda learned that 
every time she withdraws from her 
RRSP before retirement, she loses 
the contribution room perma¬ 
nently and pays a withholding 
tax to the government — ouch! 

Her TFSA withdrawals are less 
of a problem because she can re¬ 
tain her contribution room and 
doesn’t pay taxes when she with¬ 
draws her money. 

In both cases, however, dipping 
into her RRSP or TFSA accounts 
prematurely means Yolanda won’t 
capitalize on each account’s tax- 
advantages and she won’t grow 
her down payment and retire¬ 
ment savings. 

THE LESSON: Yolanda is using her 
RRSP and TFSA like a bank account 
rather than for long-term savings. 

Yolanda has the right idea, 
which is to save through regular 
monthly contributions to her RRSP 
and TFSA, but she’s over contribut¬ 
ing and not leaving enough cash 
in her chequing account to pay 
for day-to-day expenses. So when 
something like a wedding creeps 
up, she’s forced to liquidate her

He could not 
understand why I could not 
understand that he wanted to 
come with me. “But I’m going 
on the Party Express,” I said — a 
bus that allowed kids to drink 
and smoke dope, run by my 
rock station, WZZO. (“The Zoo, 
man!” — always said with devil- 
horn fingers waggling.) Jake’s 
expression when he realized the 
Eagles was also a band is one of 


my fondest memories of him. 

There were only three things 
you needed to know about Frey 
if you were 15 in 1977: He was 
cute. He was a good singer. He 
liked girls. If his lyrics sound 
gently sexist now, well, they 
were. (It’s not as if music has 
become less misogynistic.) One 
of the great upheavals in sexual 


mores was occurring. Frey was 
writing about it. And some of 
us were dancing in our seats, 
high above the stage, waiting 
our turn.

REPORT CARD WHICH PROVINCES GOT TOP MARKS IN HISTORY? 



The majority of Canada's provinces and territories 
have been assigned high marks on a new report 
card on history education. Historica Canada looked 
at social studies and history curricula from 
grades 7 through 12 across the country.

THE METHOD 

Evaluations were conducted for three main factors: curriculum content- 
development of critical and creative thinking skills; and the amount of 
mandatory Canadian history content at junior, intermediate and senior 
levels. The report card noted that curricula changes in recent years "have 
demonstrated the need to better incorporate diverse perspectives," such 
as those focused on indigenous peoples, gender and women's history and 
multiculturalism. It also outlines recommendations for further improve¬ 
ments, such as mandating at least one Canadian history credit as a high 
school graduation requirement, and establishing a clear balance between 
national and provincial/regional history.

No, you’re not seeing things. 

That really was Peyton 
Manning lumbering his way 
down the field for a 12-yard 
gain and a first down Sunday. 
And thanks to his defence, 
that will be Manning — the 
39-year-old quarterback who 
was supposed to be on his 
way to a retirement party — 
and not Tom Brady playing 
in the Super Bowl two weeks 
from now.

fewest yards this season and 
came up with game-saving 
plays time and again. 

Von Miller finished with 
2-1/2 sacks and an intercep¬ 
tion. The Broncos harassed 
Brady all day. He finished 27- 
for-56 for 310 yards. After be¬ 
ing shut out twice inside the 
Denver 20 late in the fourth 
quarter, Brady lobbed a 40- 
yard pass to a double-covered 


Gronlcowslci to keep a despera¬ 
tion drive going on fourth- 
and-10. 

Then, on fourth-and-goal 
from the four with 12 seconds 
left, Brady found Gronlcowslci 
— again double-covered — in 
the back corner of the end 
zone. The tight end stepped 
in front of Chris Harris Jr. for 
the catch, and the game came 
down to one play. 

The Broncos defence made 
it once again, and the fran¬ 
chise is now headed to its 
eighth Super Bowl. This marks 
No. 4 for Manning, who could 
become the first quarterback 
to lead two different fran¬ 
chises to titles.
